The Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists Fignting: for their 
Independence (Organizatsiya Ukrainskikti Nationalistiv Samostli- 
nikov) (QUN-S) (Velnik) and the Crganization of Ukrainian 
Nationalist Revolutionists (Organizatsiya Ukrainskikh Nationalistiv 
Revolutionyerov) (OUN-R)(uandera), two right wing Ukrainian 
emigrant parties are in mutual opposition altitough they have 
much in comaon. (1) As could be expected, therefore, repeated 
negotiations for merge: hav; occurred, These, nowever, have 
failed thus far, 


the last known negotiations started in November 1949 and are 
still in process, The objective of these negotiations was to 
consolidate the :iddle-of-the-road group with the left wing of 
the Ukrainian Rational Council (Ukrainska Nationalna Nada) (UNR). 


Acting as representative for the OCUN-S was ungineer Onitri 
Andriyevski of Brussels while Professor A,Konenko represented 
tae OUN-3.(2) Negotiations took place in the apartment of 
Jaroslay Stetsko on He rzog-Rudo ls} Rang ch. (3)

The negotiations were suspended in early 
February 1950, each group bleming the other for tue 
failure, ‘he actual reason for tne failure was bandera's 
fear of losing his dictatorial powers over nis carty. He 
and his assistants are srepared to make ideological con- 
esssions only if they continue to be tne organisational 
masters, This, nowever, was not acceptable to the Nelnik 
adherents.

(1) 1@ iS (itelnik Group) is a Ukrainian emigrant rightewing 
party with a rather vague platform. Leaders of Une party 
are Colonel A.iielnik and rrofessor Swyaty, and the office 
is in Aschaffenburg. Tne OUN-R (dandera Group) is an extrane, 
radical and quasi-fascist right wing group whose leader is 
Stanislav Banuera and whose office is in Munich, The OUK-R 
opposes the Ukrainian National Council (UNR) and insists on 
recognition of its own government (UGIR), Tne CUN-R, as 
compared with the CUN-S, is strong in organization but wealc 
in its ideological platform. It belonged fomerly to the 
Melnik Party from which it split later. 

(2) aAndriyeyski is leader of the Selgian OUN-S Section and 
Xononenko is chief of the Bandera security service in Munich. 

(3). Stetske is closely connected with Bandera and implicitly 
obeys the latter's orde-s, He is the No.2 man in the CUR. 

(4) Buchenko is bishop of the Ukrainian United Church. He is 
said to have urged the Mandera group practically to suspend 
their cooperation with the Ukrainian National Council, 
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
